To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1971.  This 
report  in  view  of  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  is  likely  to  be  my 
penultimate  one,  and  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  as  last  year.  I am  grateful 
to  Mr.  Fisher,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  report  which  is 
included.  I am  also  indebted  to  Dr.  Lycett,  the  County  Medical  Officer  for 
supplying  details  of  vaccination  procedures. 

The  district  though  primarily  concerned  with  agriculture  is  also  of  great 
importance,  in  that,  it  accommodates  a number  of  military  establishments 
in  which  a significant  proportion  of  the  population  find  their  employment. 
The  very  pleasant  town  of  Amesbury,  situated  on  the  River  Avon,  in  spite 
of  the  near  proximity  of  Salisbury  is  an  increasingly  important  shopping 
centre  for  the  surrounding  area.  The  district  is  important  from  the  commu- 
nication point  of  view,  as  in  addition  to  other  link  roads,  it  is  traversed  by 
the  A3 03  London  to  Exeter  trunk  road.  This  road  has  been  improved  to 
include  a by-pass  for  the  town  of  Amesbury,  which  has  been  of  great  benefit, 
particularly  during  the  summer  months.  It  has  a considerable  attraction  for 
visitors,  including  prehistoric  Stonehenge,  while  part  of  the  Avon  valley 
which  lies  between  Amesbury  and  Salisbury  is  amongst  the  most  beautiful 
stretches  of  river  scenery  to  be  found  anywhere. 

During  the  year  the  general  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory, 
although  undoubtedly  inflation  has  adversely  affected  the  standard  of  living 
of  those  on  small  fixed  incomes  and  families  where  the  bread  winner  is  in  a 
low  income  bracket.  The  population  figures,  that  of  the  1971  census  shows 
a decline  of  3,200  over  last  year’s  estimate.  This  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  occupied  houses  has  increased  by  93,  and  the  natural  increase, 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  is  448. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  increased  slightly,  and  at  210  is  47  more  than 
in  1970.  The  death  rate  however  at  12.5  is  marginally  above  that  for  Eng- 
land and  Wales.  The  general  pattern  of  deaths  shows  little  change,  and  the 
increase  is  reflected  almost  equally  between  men  and  women.  The  largest 
single  increase  is  that  due  to  malignant  disease,  which  at  56  shows  an 
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increase  of  25.  Of  these,  lung  cancer  at  16,  an  increase  of  seven,  accounts  for 
more  than  a quarter  of  all  deaths,  which  is  much  the  same  proportion  as 
that  occurring  nationally.  Heart  disease  at  60,  is  the  most  frequent  cause 
of  death,  while  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  together  accounted  for  20  deaths. 
All  these  deaths,  particularly  lung  cancer,  are  closely  related  causatively  to 
cigarette  smoking  underlined  in  the  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians, 
published  during  the  year.  Their  estimate  that  in  1968  of  the  99,082  deaths 
which  occurred  among  men  age  33-64  there  were  31,000  premature  deaths 
associated  with  cigarette  smoking  is  worth  repeating  together  with  their 
firm  findings  that  there  is  a steady  and  comparatively  rapid  decline  in  the 
risks  to  the  individual  who  gives  up  smoking  and  remains  a non-smoker.  I 
believe  that  information  of  this  type  should  be  widely  ventilated  so  that 
smokers  are  in  a position  to  make  up  their  minds  on  their  own  attitude  to 
the  smoking  habit  based  on  accurate  evidence.  However,  since  the  burden 
both  physical  and  financial  on  the  N.H.S.  is  a heavy  one,  and  recent  work 
published  by  Dr.  Taylor,  a M.O.H.  seems  to  indicate  that  in  school  children 
whose  parents  are  smokers  there  is  a significantly  increased  liability  to 
respiratory  disease,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  try  to  influence  smokers 
to  abandon  the  cigarette,  and  even  more  important  to  influence  the  young 
to  abstain.  I believe  that  everything  should  be  done  where  possible  to  dis- 
courage smoking  in  public  places,  and  I was  particularly  pleased  that  the 
Council  agreed  to  provide  permanent  notices  either  “Smoking  Discouraged” 
or  “No  Smoking  Please”  for  distribution  to  owners  and  managers  of  estab- 
lishments and  other  places  to  which  the  public  have  access,  and  that  as  a 
result  a great  many  establishments  in  the  district  are  displaying  these  notices. 
If  as  a result  of  the  publication  of  this  report  any  other  establishment  would 
care  to  display  them,  the  Council  would,  I am  sure,  be  only  too  happy  to 
provide  them. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  considerably  lower,  no  less 
than  400  down  on  1970,  when  there  were  243  cases  of  dysentery  as  against 
two  notified  in  1971.  The  leading  notifiable  disease  this  year  was  measles, 
at  80,  and  this  was  142  lower  than  1970,  but  still  too  high  since  this  is  now 
preventable  by  vaccination,  and  next  year  I hope  to  see  a much  lower  figure 
as  more  children  are  being  brought  by  their  parents  for  such  protection, 
generally  now  accepted  by  the  great  majority  for  their  children,  and  a 
policy  ably  implemented  by  the  County  Health  Department.  In  general 
apart  from  dysentery  which  could  be  considerably  reduced  by  better  atten- 
tion to  personal  hygiene,  the  position  with  regard  to  notifiable  disease  is 
now  an  extremely  happy  one,  almost  if  not  entirely  due  to  vaccination. 
This  has  exceeded  our  greatest  expectations  of  the  early  post-war  years 
when  I first  entered  the  Public  Health  Service.  Although  modifications  to 
the  vaccination  policy,  such  as  the  abandonment  of  routine  infant  smallpox 
vaccination  may  be  made  from  time  to  time,  in  general  it  will  be  necessary 
to  continue  the  policy  of  universal  vaccination  indefinitely  which  will 
require  at  least  as  much  attention  in  the  future  as  the  County  Health  Depart- 
ment has  given  to  it  in  the  past. 
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The  demand  for  housing  shows  no  sign  of  slackening,  and  I share  Mr. 
Fisher’s  serious  concern  with  regard  to  the  loss  of  momentum  in  Council 
building  due  mainly  if  not  entirely  to  considerations  outside  their  control. 
I very  much  welcome  the  warden  controlled  grouped  flat  scheme  due  to  be 
completed  in  1973  at  Amesbury,  which  although  perhaps  not  to  be  con- 
structed on  an  ideal  site  will  undoubtedly  fulfil  at  least  some  part  of  the 
growing  need  for  such  accommodation.  In  my  view  a great  deal  more  of 
this  type  of  accommodation  is  needed,  both  locally  and  nationally,  and 
should  not  be  regarded  as  an  extravagant  method  of  housing  our  older 
applicants.  At  the  present  time  there  is  not  only  insufficient  Part  III  accom- 
modation, but  also  almost  certainly  inadequate  planned  provision  in  the 
immediate  future,  and  it  is  inevitable  that  we  must  expect  people  to  live 
in  such  sheltered  accommodation  longer  than  was  envisaged  in  the  past. 
Like  most  authorities  we  are  now  facing  problems  with  regard  to  tenants 
in  grouped  accommodation  who  have  become  too  frail  to  support  themselves 
adequately,  even  in  these  sheltered  conditions.  This  is  something  which  needs 
to  be  considered  in  co-operation  with  other  interested  authorities.  In  the 
future  as  is  being  done  in  some  private  schemes  “sick  bays”  should  perhaps 
be  provided  in  association  with  grouped  flatlet  accommodation,  at  least, 
where  tenants  can  be  nursed  during  temporary  illness  or  when  awaiting 
admission  to  a geriatric  hospital. 

Meals  on  Wheels  has  carried  on  its  unobtrusive  good  work  during  the 
period.  Our  greatest  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  give  their  time  freely 
and  contribute  so  much  to  its  success. 

The  water  supply  for  the  main  part  is  the  responsibility  of  the  S.W.W.B. 
who  so  far  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  have  failed  to  appoint  a Medical 
Adviser. 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support  and  for  the  kindness  and  co-operation  of  all  the  Officers  of  the 
Council.  This  has  been  yet  another  difficult  year  for  local  authority  staff, 
particularly  for  those  working  in  Public  Health  Departments  for  whom  the 
future  is  even  less  secure.  There  seems  to  be  little  insight  by  some  with 
regard  to  the  work  which  goes  on,  and  is  required  to  maintain  our  present 
high  standards  in  environmental  health.  As  I have  said  in  my  previous 
reports,  it  is  crucial  that  the  present  relationship  between  the  Medical  Officer 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  is  maintained  when  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  disappears,  and  is  replaced  by  a Medical  Adviser  who  is  expected 
to  come  from  the  staff  of  the  N.H.S.  I regret  that  the  appointments  of 
Medical  Advisers  and  also  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  are 
not  to  be  statutorily  designated  officers  at  a time  when  it  seems  likely  that 
appointments  to  be  made  by  the  new  Counties  in  the  fields  of  commerce  and 
even  in  the  supervision  of  gambling  are  likely  to  be  so.  This  would  indicate 
to  me,  and  I am  sure  that  the  Council  agree,  a rather  curious  attitude  of 
mind  with  regard  to  the  importance  of  public  health.  There  will  of  course 
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also  be  no  security  of  tenure  of  office  for  the  Medical  Adviser  or  for  the 
future  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer,  presumably  a Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  at  a time  when  it  seems  as  important  as  it  ever  was  for  a 
Medical  Adviser  to  be  able  to  make  his  own  unbiased  comments  on  any 
matter  which  affects  the  health  of  those  living  in  the  area  for  whom  he  is 
responsible  without  fear  of  the  consequences. 

Finally,  I should  like  specifically  to  thank  Mr.  Fisher  and  his  staff,  Dr. 
Lishman  for  acting  as  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Wormald  and  his  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  their  continued  help  and  frequent  advice,  and  my 
secretary,  Miss  Boswell,  for  her  help  and  co-operation,  particularly  for  her 
work  in  preparing  this  annual  report.

The  amount  of  outwork  carried  out  in  the  district  is  very  small  and 
inspections  were  made  of  any  premises  in  respect  of  which  notification  was 
received.  In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  any  action. 


HOUSING 

The  systematic  inspection  of  houses  required  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act  and  under  the  Public  Health  Act  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  the  action  resulting  from  these  inspections  is  shown  in  the  table 
included  in  this  report.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applica- 
tions received  for  Qualification  Certificates  and  sixteen  such  Certificates 
were  issued  during  the  year. 
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Applications  for  improvement  grants  continued  at  a steady  rate  through- 
out the  year,  and  works  were  completed  at  fifteen  properties.  Of  these  six 
were  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  Grants  amounting  to 
£5,221.47,  the  remaining  nine  properties  being  provided  with  the  prescribed 
standard  amenities  and  in  respect  of  which  Standard  Grants  amounting  to 
£2,087.92  were  paid. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  demand  for  Council  owned  accommodation 
shows  no  signs  of  decreasing,  it  is  very  depressing  to  record  a drop  in  the 
number  of  new  dwellings  which  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  1971, 
with  the  result  that  the  overall  situation  is  deteriorating.  Although  the 
Council  made  every  effort  to  complete  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of 
land  at  Solstice  Farm,  Amesbury  and  Thomeydown  Road,  Winterbourne 
Gunner,  they  were  unable  to  do  so  and  the  82  dwellings  to  be  erected  in 
these  developments  were  thereby  lost  to  the  1971  building  programme. 
The  proposed  Grouped  Dwelling  Scheme  to  be  erected  at  Amesbury  had 
reached  the  tender  stage  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Twenty-nine  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year  in  the  under- 
mentioned Parishes: 


Amesbury — 14  : Bulford — 8 : Durrington — 7 


A further  41  dwellings  were  under  construction  at  Bulford  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  number  of  dwellings  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year  by 
private  enterprise  building  was  53  whilst  a further  63  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Whilst  the  Rodent  Service  operated  by  the  Council  has  functioned  as 
smoothly  as  in  previous  years,  I feel  that  with  the  increasing  number  of 
properties,  both  private  and  local  authority  owned,  to  be  surveyed,  and  the 
greater  lengths  of  sewers  to  be  test  baited,  the  time  is  coming  when  the 
present  arrangements  which  records  show  are  just  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
position  will  prove  inadequate.  The  build  up  in  complaints  whilst  the  Rodent 
Operator  is  working  in  the  Districts  of  the  two  other  local  authorities  form- 
ing the  Joint  Committee,  and  which  are  given  priority  on  his  return,  makes 
serious  inroads  into  his  time  with  the  result  that  less  time  is  available  for 
survey  work,  which  is  equally  important,  and  it  is  now  only  possible  to 
cover  approximately  one  quarter  of  the  District  each  year. 
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From  the  complaints  received  there  was  a noticeable  increase  as  compared 
with  previous  years  in  the  number  regarding  infestation  by  mice  and  this 
is  a situation  which  will  be  carefully  watched.  Under  suitable  conditions 
the  use  of  Alphachlorolose  proved  very  successful.

The  sewers  in  the  area  are  now  test-baited  on  a rota  system,  about  one- 
third  of  the  total  lengths  being  tested  each  year.  So  far  no  evidence  of 
infestation  has  been  found. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  much  needed  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Tilshead  became 
operational  during  the  year  and  steady  progress  was  made  with  the  connec- 
tion of  properties  to  the  public  sewers. 

Progress  with  the  proposals  for  Stage  II  of  the  Bourne  Valley  Sewerage 
Scheme  was  again  limited,  and  it  can  only  be  hoped  that  a start  will  be 
made  on  these  works  during  1972. 

Work  was,  however,  commenced  on  the  new  Sludge  Drying  Plant  at 

Ratfyn  Sewage  Works  at  Amesbury  and  was  well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

^he  Council  also  agreed  proposals  for  relieving  the  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  past  years  in  Flower  Lane,  Amesbury,  as  a result  of  the  surchar- 
ging of  the  sewers  during  heavy  storms 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  district,  which  is  mainly  controlled  by  the  South 
Wilts  Water  Board,  has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  In  view 
of  the  Council’s  responsibilities  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  the  policy  of  taking  regular  samples  of  water  from  the  Board’s 
supply  has  been  continued  and  during  the  year  41  samples  were  taken  of 
water  abstracted  from  the  boreholes  at  Newton  Tony  and  Shrewton  and  sub- 
mitted for  bacteriological  examination.  Copies  of  the  Pathologist’s  report  on 
these  samples  are  forwarded  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Water  Board,  with  whom 
contact  is  made  should  any  unsatisfactory  report  be  received.

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INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply 

The  only  significant  change  during  the  year  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
milk  supply  afforded  to  the  district  was  the  closing  down  of  the  milk  factory 
and  pasteurising  plant  at  Amesbury  and  all  heat  treated  milk  is  processed 
at  establishments  outside  the  area.  Whilst  limited  demand  for  milk  retailed 
under  the  special  designation  “Untreated”  still  exists,  there  are  signs  that 
this  is  decreasing. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  regularly  from  all  the  registered  distri- 
butors in  the  district,  including  producer/retailers.  A total  of  133  samples 
of  milk  were  submitted  for  statutory  tests  during  the  year.  43  samples 
submitted  for  biological  examination  were  also  tested  for  Brucella  and 
these  proved  negative.

When  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  in  respect  of  samples  of  raw 
milk,  the  producers  were  interviewed  and  advised  on  methods  to  ensure 
cleanliness  in  production,  and  repeat  samples  proved  satisfactory.

Slaughterhouses,  etc. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  all  fresh  meat  being  obtained 
from  the  abattoir  in  the  City  of  Salisbury. 

There  is  one  small  factory  in  the  district  where  poultry  is  slaughtered 
mainly  for  delivery  to  the  London  market.  It  is  a modem  building,  fully 
equipped  with  up-to-date  machinery.  Poultry  is  collected  from  the  breeding 
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farms  each  day,  and  is  electrically  stunned  before  being  slaughtered,  de- 
feathered  and  placed  on  the  line  system  for  finishing  before  being  cooled. 
A “spotter”  system  of  inspection  is  employed  and  any  carcases  showing 
signs  of  disease  or  abnormality  are  retained  for  inspection  by  a member  of 
the  department.  Adequate  facilities  exist  for  the  cleaning  of  crates  before 
they  are  used  for  new  collections.  During  the  year  the  throughput  of  this 
factory  was  583,621  Hens  and  8,760  Cockerels.  Of  this  number  2.0  per  cent, 
weighing  12  tons  12  cwts  23  lbs,  were  rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

There  is  one  knackers  yard  in  the  district,  which  is  also  licensed  for  the 
slaughter  of  horses,  and  regular  inspections  made  of  this  premises  have  not 
revealed  any  matters  in  respect  of  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  any 
action. 

Food  Premises 

The  average  level  of  inspection  of  food  premises  was  maintained  during 
the  year  and  only  a few  minor  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula- 
tions, all  of  which  were  remedied  on  verbal  notice,  were  noted.  The  general 
standard  of  food  premises,  many  of  which  in  the  larger  Parishes,  are 
operated  on  the  self-service  principle,  is  satisfactory. 

Regular  inspections  made  of  the  food  vehicles  operating  in  the  district 
have  shown  most  of  them  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  The 
greatest  problems  have  arisen  with  vehicles  operating  late  at  night  and  from 
which  cooked  foods  are  sold.  Due  to  the  late  hour  at  which  these  vehicles 
return  to  their  base  cleansing  operations  tend  to  be  left  until  the  following 
day  and  this  means  that  occasional  out  of  normal  duty  time  inspections  have 
to  be  made  to  check  that  these  vehicles  are  in  a satisfactory  condition  before 
setting  off  on  their  evening’s  work.

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  of  the  eight  premises 
licensed  by  the  Council  for  the  boiling  of  waste  food  and  in  no  case  was  any 
action  found  to  be  necessary. 

Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 — Registration 

During  the  year  26  new  registrations  were  made.  Of  these  15  were  changes 
of  ownership  and  the  remaining  1 1 were  premises  to  which  the  Act  had  not 
previously  applied. 

Inspection 

Inspections  were  made  of  all  premises  where  either  a change  of  ownership 
had  taken  place  or  new  businesses  were  being  commenced  and  it  was  interest- 
ing to  note  that  employers  in  newly  registered  premises  were  often  already  in 
compliance  with  many  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  prior  to  inspection  by 
the  Local  Authority. 

Inspection  of  the  NAAFI  Warehouse,  which  is  the  largest  registered 
premises  in  this  District,  were  made  in  conjunction  with  the  District  Inspec- 
tor of  Factories,  who  administered  certain  parts  of  the  Warehouse  where 
processes  were  carried  out.  Having  agreed  upon  demarcation  of  enforcement 
a check  was  made  on  any  accidents  occurring  in  the  Warehouse  storage 
section  where  fork-lift  trucks  are  extensively  used,  and  where  lifts  are 
installed.  A report  was  sent  to  NAAFI  H.Q.  in  London  and  a reply  was 
received  stating  that,  in  their  opinion,  they  are  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Act. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Deputy  Superintending  Inspector  of 
Factories  from  whom  a reply  has  now  been  received  stating  that  legal  opinion 
excluded  the  Warehouse  from  either  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises 
Act  or  the  Factories  Act. 
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In  view  of  this  reply  it  is  felt  that  strong  representations  should  be  made 
to  alter  existing  legislation  to  have  premises  in  which  large  numbers  of 
persons  are  employed  to  work  and  in  which  mechanical  power  is  used 
brought  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of 
the  employees  who,  at  the  moment,  receive  no  protection. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960 

With  the  severe  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  and  a partly  migrant 
population  it  is  inevitable  that  there  is  still  a heavy  demand  for  caravans 
as  living  accommodation,  there  being  some  320  caravans  on  sites  licensed 
under  the  Act,  apart  from  a fairly  substantial  number  of  sites  owned  by  the 
Crown  and  occupied  either  by  service  personnel  or  persons  employed  at 
Service  establishments.  Over  the  years  caravans  have  tended  to  become 
larger  and  it  has,  therefore,  been  necessary  for  some  thought  to  be  given 
to  the  reduction  of  the  numbers  allowed  to  be  stationed  on  some  sites  in 
order  to  maintain  the  recommended  space  standards.  The  owners  of  some 
of  the  older  sites  are  appreciative  of  this  and  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  re-design  their  sites,  the  work  being  undertaken  on  a planned 
basis  when  natural  wastage  occurs  by  caravans  being  removed. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  for  the  Council  to  institute  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  one  Site  Licensee  but  the  hearing  had  not  taken  place  by 
the  end  of  the  year.
